Singapore, May 28. 


The Government here today annonced a crack- 


down on the {illegal : 


importation of United 


States goods into this colony, which so strictly 
regulates United States dollar exchange that 
American products are scarcer here than in 
nerhaps any other part of the Far East. 


Goods from the United 


States are allowed into 


Singapore only by permission of the Registrar 
of Imports and Exports, who limits licenses to 
items “essential to rehabilitation ofthe coun- 


try, ” 

During March. the last month 
far which figures were avail- 
lle. Stiire exported to the 
United States more than four 
times the amount of its im- 
ports from that country. 

Oficial Government statistics 
for the month show that in 
March the total imports were 
".$.$61,762,081, of which — im-

In the sume month. out of 
total exports valued at) U.S. 
$62,976,760, Singapore's ex- 
ports to the United States were

HK, Loophole

credits, Chinese importers have 
found a lopphale through Hong 
Kong, where the controls are 
not so severe...

Singapore Customs and ex-

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SERVICE TRAINING 


Although the Conscription Bill 
has passed all stages in Parliae 
ment, the COntravery over length 
of service remains, Tt is generally 
agreed that the training of “iiiost 
types ob service mah can be ace 
complished ‘in twelve months. 
What is in question is whether 
within that periad they can both 
be properly trained and be avail- 
able: ta serve in garrisons over- 
seas, and all past experience tends 
ta show that they cannot. The 
Minister gf Defence suggests that 
training will take place mainly in 
the BAOLR, Cettainly the facili- 
ties there are good, but training 
and internal sccurity duties are 
mutually conflicting and, indeed, 
ta large deiree, incompatible. It 
is for the Government to cosure 
that training staffs are teft. to 
concentrate on wgheir essential 
teks. ‘Time that@can be allowed 
for activities of =a nature not 
steetly inilitary will have to. be 
reviewed, Above all, time must 
not be wasted in the continual 
noving of men fram une place to 
another, whieh not only prevents 
all training but is in itself de- 


meralising, Nothing that has oc- 
cursed ‘since thes introduction of 
the National Service Bill: las sug- 
rested ta those who consider the 
subject of the British armed farces 
dispassionately that it is possible 
to avoid a measure of this nature. 
‘The veloatary system only pro- 


vided a sufficiency of men——when 


it did that, which was hy no means 
alwave—in times of industrial un- 
cinployment, except, of course, in 
periods of acute national danger. 
Noone ean desire that men should 
in future be induced to enter the 
services by economig pressure. 
Within the services the — atmos- 
phere has changed. for the better. 
The outlook of the. people upen 
the 
changed; prejudices have vanish: | 
ed or are passing away; and only 
those who are irrevocably opposed 
to all farms of military service 
now imaintain an attitude of hosti- 
lity once common among large 
sectians of the community. Of 
the necessity for a period of con- 
tinuous compulsory service, there! 
can be no serious question, Doubt , 
remains whether the Government , 
have not made a grave mistake in 
eatting down this period by one 
third, thus leaving upon the coun: 
try a great deal of the burden im- 
posed by theic previous intentions 
but at the same time considerably 
reducing the military value of the 
National Service man who has 
finished his spell of service. ,

The United States withdrew 
Into Isolaticn behind’ 1 wall cf 
prohibltive tarifa, and sought to 
collect war debts from Europe.

Italy moved towards 
agercssiva nationalism in the form 
cf Fascism, Germany passed 
through one crisis ofter ancther 
untl] Hitler's Nazism solved: her 
tunernployment problem by  re- 
armament in deliberate prepard- 
tion for war. Neither France nor 
Britain escaped the grave oconc- 
mic difficulties. Long before 1939, 
the outbreak of a second world 
war could be clearly foreseen. 

Today, the prispects seem to 
me potentially, i£ not intrinsically, 
Ics sombre. Though the dis- 
sipation of wealth In the second 
World War was for greater than 
it had been in the first, and tho 
perfed cf recovery must con- 
sequently be more prolonged, no 
nation, not even the wealthiest 
or the most powerful, nCw be- 
Neves that it ‘ds cr enn be selt 
suMcing. There ja a more real 
and a more general recognition 
of ‘the fact that all nations are, 
and must remain interdependent 
if they wculd escape irremediable 
disaster, While it ls by no means 
certatn that this recognition will 
fester fruitful co-operation among 
all of them, It may prompt 
cc-operation among enough of 
them to check disintegration and 
gradually to create conditions 
favourable to lasting fmprove- 
ment. 


Temporary Symptom 

The acute food crisis in 
Western Germany, new engaging 
the urgent attention of the Brl- 
tish and United States Govern.
